had been trapped in a cave-in 
for eight days and they brought 
the first survivor safely to the 
surface. 
The breakthrough to the nine

can made drill at 12:55 p.m. 
(7:55 a.m. EDT). 
Then, scant hours later, An­

from the rescue shaft at 5:16 
p.m. (12:16 p.m. EDT). 


It was just eight days, five 
hours and six minutes since he 
and 13 other miners were bur­ 
ied by the cave-in on July 27. 
Nine of the trapped men had 
been 
in 
communication 
with 
their rescuers over an em er­ 
gency telephone line for days, 
and they were in good condi­ 
tion despite their ordeal. 
The fate of five others still 


was unknown. Little hope was 
held that they were still alive. 
Wearing a white singlet and 
blinking in the brilliant sun­ 
shine, Jacques was helped out 
of the gleaming silver capsule 
in which he had rissen to free­ 
dom. 
A pair of dark glasses was 
slapped at once over his eyes. 
Needing little help, he stum ­

Doctor-Owned Pharmacies Probed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., said 
today that a growing number 
of doctors now own pharm acies 
or drug com panies, and may 
turn their patients into “ captive 
consum ers.” 
Hart, chairm an of the Senate 
anti-trust 
and 
monopoly 
sub­ 
committee, opened hearings on 
doctor-owned 
pharm acies 
and 
doctor-owned drug repackaging 
and redistributing com panies. 


In his statem ent prepared for 
the session, Hart said, “ certain­ 
ly when a patient goes to his 
doctor and is given a prescrip­ 
tion for a drug in which the 
doctor has an interest, the p a­ 
tient has no choice but to pur­ 
chase that trade nam e drug. 
“ Also, when a doctor suggests 
using his pharm acy dow nstairs 
—or calls a prescription in to a 
pharm acy—it is likely that the 
patient 
seldom 
protests,” 
he 
said. 


Hart said the subcommittee 
w as concerned about the inde­ 
pendent druggist who finds his* 
usual prescription business cut 
off, and the drug companies 
whose drugs are no longer pre­ 
scribed because of the physi­ 
cian’s financial interest in an­ 
other company. 
Hart said to date the subcom­ 
m ittee has identified about 100- 
doctor owned drug com panies 
involving possibly 5,000 doctors.
